The resumption of 
t he s(M»rt appears to Is- certain because evidence 
multiplies that the epidemic of influenza, which 
has upset things generally tin and down the Atlantic 
seaboard and taken a heavy toll of its victims in 
various cities, lias been definitely checked in 
Maryland. It is possible, in view of the sharp de- 
cline of new cases developing in Baltimore from 
day to day. that all restrictions on public gatherings 
indisirs and out will have been removed by Satur- 
day. 

!ii the event racing is resumed at Laurel Park 
Saturday the stakes advertised for the week will 
lie run Saturday and they will make a program as 
attractive as any offered this year by an American 
race track for one day’s snort. They include the 
Maryland Handicap of $2,000 added, for two-year- 
olds at tlin-e quarters of a mile; the Anne Arundel 
Stakes of $1,500 added, for three -year-olds and 
over at one mile and an eighth; the tleorgetown 
Handicap of SI .500 added, for all ages at three- 
quarters of a mile; the Royal Blue Steeplechase 
Handieap of $1,500 added, for three- year -olds and 
over at about two miles, and the Prince George 
Handicap of $1,500 added, for all ages at one mile. 

The iiest two-year-olds in Maryland are in the 
Maryland Handieap. notaldy Billy Kelly, Kternal 
Kentledge. Be Frank, Green Mint, Mormon. Fleeing 
Sheik.

LOAN IS DEMANDED 



Secretary McAdoo has made it known that there will lie no extension of the Liberty 
Loan subscription period after Saturday night. It therefore develops upon every man 
who holds ihe honor of his country dear to gird up his loins and pitch in with his ener- 
gies develo|>ed to the limit in the absolute determination that the fourth Liberty Loan 
shall be subscrilied to the last cent called for. Any lagging on the illusory ground that 
peace may be near is the extreme of folly. Secretary McAdoo has announced that a 
fifth and a sixth loan will be necessary, regardless of the outcome of any possible 
peace proposals. That makes it all the more necessary that the present loan should be 
so entirely subscribed as to be a credit to our land and a comfort to our brave boys 
over the seas. In view of the boundless wealth of the United States it is unthinkable 
shame should be brought to them through misguided supineness at home. Secretary 
of State Lansing presents the case in these graphic terms: 

“Our men in France are driving forward. Our government is redoubling its effort 
to send men and munitions overseas. The battles are going well, hut they must go 
better. The war is not over. This is no time to slacken effort or to fail to- do our 
part here at home. To keep up and to increase the pressure on the retreating Germans 
is the only certain way to win. To do this the government must have all the money it 
needs. We are asked to loan it, and we are asked to loan it now. 

“The fourth Liberty Loan will put new armies in France, it will supply our men 
with munitions; it will destroy every hope of the imperial German government, its troops 
and its followers; it will make victory sure. 

“Germany is bending. More pressure and she will break. Every man counts, 
every gun counts, and every dollar counts more today than ever before. The govern- 

ment must have the money it needs. Loan it to your country. Do your part to win 
the war.”

Postponement of Meeting Until Next Week Causes 
Letup in Training Operations. 



Cincinnati. O., October 17. — With the opening of 
the Latoliiu Jockey Club’s fall meeting deferred un- 
til Thursday of next Week, there was a marked 
decrease of sharp training moves yesterday. Tin- 
track was faster than at any time since the arrival 
of the horses from Louisville ten days ago, anil it 
becomes more and more evident that tlie existing 
track records will be in danger when the meeting 
gets under way. 

The fastest moves of the morning were by horses 
in the public stable trained by J. C. Milam. J. 
N. Camden’s good old sprinter Solly demonstrated 
that lie will be ready for what may Ik- asked 
of him after his long rest by working a half mile 
in 4S with ease. Solly was well nigh invincible 
during tlie early part of the present year, but 
staled off during the spring meeting at Douglas 
Park and has not lteen seen in public since. The 
work watchers agree that he is coming back to tin- 
races this fall as good as ever. 

Col. Taylor, which Milam is training for Col. 
E. II. Taylor. Jr., figured in a , work-out of a half 
mile in -47%. This speedy colt, which has several 
good races to his credit ill Kentucky this year, 
is among tin- 1-11 eligibles to tin- $10,000 Queen City 
Handicap, in which event two-year-olds will be 
asked to go a mile at the Latonia track on Sat- 
urday. November 9. 

Madras, a fast filly that Milam is training for 
former Senator Camden, showed that she is not 
deficient in sjs-ed when she ran the same distance 
as her stableniate in 4N%. She too is eligible to 
the Queen City Handicap. 

Alf Holberg, who formerly trained a division of 
the Wickliffe Stable, lias arrived at Latonia from 
New Y’ork with flic platers Pollux and Starry Ban- 
ner. both of which have ts-en showing winning 
form in tin* cast Ibis year. 1 ln*y are the -pro|ierty 
of R. I.. Uieliards. for whom Holberg also has 
three yearlings in charge.

ENGLISH HUNTING FIELD VETERAN: 



A recent issue of tin- London S|M>rtsinan tells of 
tlie death of two veterans of outdoor sport in tin- 
old country. Both are tributes to the life out in 
the air, the foundation of the wonderful constitu- 
tions founded among such livers. 

Canon .1. R. Armitstead of Cranage Hull. Cheshire, 
for more than half a century vicar of Sandbctch. 
whose death lias occurred at the age of eighty-nine, 
belonged to the old school of sorting parsons. 
He was a great believer in the oiien :l i r nf e> an ,| 
throughout his life took the keenest interest ill all 
< -ou n try sports. He was a great lover and a good 
judge of horses, and was one of the keenest men 
in riding to hounds until a few years ago. 

The death was announced at Langholm September 
17 of Arthur Irving, in his eighty -ninth year. He 
commenced hunting when a boy in the border coun- 
ties. taking part with the late Lord John Scott 
and the Duke of Buceleuch’s hounds, with the late 
Dr. Ballantyne in Diddesdale, Mr. Routledge of 
Crook. Cumberland : Bruce Scott and Mr. Paterson, 
masters of tlie Eskdale Hunt, Dumfriesshire, and 
he had outlived them all. He was possessed of ex- 
traordinary physical powers. Hunting the houuds on 
foot till he was aliout sixty years old, he often 
covered many miles in fast time.

New Y’ork. October 17. — Racing’s Liberty Loan 
passed over its quota with a rash today with an 
indication that the two-million mark will be 
reached with the week’s end. Committeeman E. 
J. R.van introduced Judge Bailey of Yonkers, who 
pleaded with the horse lovers to support the thor- 
oughbreds who are wearing the National khaki 
overseas. The comparison of the lion hearts of 
soldiers and the game equine thoroughbred made 
a marked impression on his audience and when 
pledges were called for resisinses came thick and 
fast and within a few moments $43,200 additional 
was forthcoming. The total of the turf drive to 
date amounts to $1.S3&550. 

Tlie proud father of his soldier sou. R. H. Brown, 
added another $5,000 to his accumulations. Ernest 
Abrahams, the Hac-kensack turfite; Fred Beck, 
and Richard Keeler were others who contributed 
$5,000. while H. M. Howard, of the Waldorf As- 
toria made six $500 bids. P. O’Neill asked for 
$l.S-*0, while J. II. Cobb, owner of Conduit, was 
one of those who took $1,000 worth. Mr. Ryan 
and his associates, after the day's good showing, 
declare! 1 their confidence in running the total up to 
$ 2 , 000 , 000 . 

The warm weather and good card attracted a 
first -class midweek attendam-e, which witnessed 
some interesting racing. 

The feature, the Hartsdale Handicap for two- 
year-olds. fell to Cirrus in impressive fashion. Well 
ridden by Haynes, the Whitney eanilidate demon- 
strated his gameiiess and scored in a manner which 
indicates his ability to go a longer distance. Ophe- 
lia and the weight- favored Scoots cut out the early 
pace, with Cirrus in close pursuit. On the turn 
Cirrus, joined by War Marvel, vigorously ridden by 
Loftns, caught the flying leaders and in the final 
eighth drew away into a cleancnt victory. Ophelia 
outgamed War Marvel, which tired after his good 
early display. 

Tlie day’s big disappointment came with the over- 
whelming defeat of the heavily supported Hank 
O’Day, which took the measure of Stroniholi earlier 
in the week. Hank O’Day was a different horse 
today and .was poorly ridden lgir Ensor. from whom 
race-goers have learned to look for more intelli- 
gent riding. His overconfidence at ail stages of 
the running bordered on the criminal. The acrobatic 
and undependable Barry Shannon stole away into 
a long lead, which lie maintained by a goodly 
margin at the end. 

OPENER TO MADAM BYNG. 

Madam B.vng. with L. Ensor in tlie saddle, won 
the opener. The Jaek Atkin filly indulged Apple 
Jack II. with the lead on the turn, then easily 
passed him and drew away into a safe lead to win 
under restraint. Fred Burlew’s Goldvale. the fa- 
vorite. was in close quarters most of the way and 
finished fast after getting clear, but too late to 
overtake tiie eventual winner. 

Replete with thrills was the finish of the second 
race, a dash of one mile, in which Gloomy Gns, the 
outsider, scored a neek victory over Manister Toi, 
which had but a neck advantage over Kashmir. 
Taplin’s strong finish materially aided Ghsmiy Gns, 
for he was outpaced to tin- first turn and forced 
back. but. going around liis opponents, lie managed 
to get up in the Glial strides. 

Iaiugi!i n showed improvement and scored in the 
day’s Liberty Loan Purse. Away fast, he raced 
to a long lead, but was tiring fast at the end 
under Taplin’s driving. Kathilde would have won 
in another stride. 

<’. Korn bloom’s Lively won bis third straight raen 
when lie seored in the closing race. This time it 
was on liis own courage, for lie was weakly ridden, 
lie set all the pace anil responded each time to 
Myers’ momentary urging. The diminutive rider 
found himself on the inside rail and became ner- 
vous. laying down liis whip, but Lively uever fal- 
tered and finished gamely to win by the shortest of 
margins.

The profit on Desert Gold’s 
tour was devoted by her owner, T. H. Lowry, to 
New Zealand patriotic objects. Biplane visited 

Australia from New Zealand also last spring and 
won five races and $52,730 in stakes. 

In New Zealand a little while back a report was 
circulated that the government had decided that 
there should be no more shipment of race horses 
out of New Zealand to Australia or to other places. 
The statement was contradicted by ministers, who 
said that the government had never at any time 
considered the matter. Some Australian owners 
probably wish something of the kind had happened 
to keep Desert Gold, Biplane and others at home.

They are telling a story in Auckland, New Zea- 
land. that the Canterbury Jockey Club W inter Cup 
winner. Bedford, was under orders to he slaugh- 
tered for ’’pigs’ food” on one occasion.

Racing and sporting crowds continue to improve 
in Australian centers. Saturday, August 31, at 
Melbourne, there was an attendance of 36.000 to 
see the football match between teams below the 
immediate first-class from South Melbourne and 
Carlton. On the same day there were 15,000 paying 
people at the Caulfield race course in the same 
city. At Sydney and Melbourne the racing gate 
receipts run from twenty-five to thirty per cent 
higher than those of last year — a fairly good one. 
Betting totals show proportionate gains. 

The totalizator turnover for the two days of the 
Grand National meeting at the Riearton course. 
Christchurch, was $638,075 against $534,980 last 
year. Many thousands of followers of racing have 
gone from New Zealand to the war, but despite 
that the totalizator speculation continues on the 
up grade. 

The race course attendance has increased not 
only in the big cities, but in the country. During 
the days of anxiety over the war people in Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand seem more and more to turn 
to outdoor sports especially for their recreation and 
relief. 

In connection with this matter it may be stated 
for information’s sake that the football attendance 
records were both made in 1913 and at matches of 
supreme importance. At the Northern Union Match 
of England against Metropolis at Sydney the at- 
tendance was 50,257, and at the St. Kilda — Fitroy 
match played in Melbourne there were 59,479 paid 
admissions. 

AUSTRALIAN TURF WINNINGS. 

Here are some figures which should be of inter- 
est to Americans whose ideas turn toward turf 
values in other lands. The tables below deal ex- 
clusively with winnings. Here are the winnings of 
notable Australian horses lip to June 30, the half- 
year mark of 1918: 



Byron McClelland brought to the races at the St. 
Ixwis Fair Grounds in the spring of 1893 a colt 
that was destined to make 'liis mark as a horse of 
great speed and stamina among the top-notchers of 
metropolitan racing. That colt was Henry of Na- 
varre. He started but twice in the west as a two- 
year-old, being unplaced in his first attempt at the 
Fair Grounds and winning his next, the Breeders’ 
Stakes at Lexington, on a heavy track from La Joya 
and Lazzarone. 

On July 25 Henry of Navarre made his debut in 
the east at Monmouth Park, being defeated in the 
Sapling Stakes by Senator Grady and Hyder Abed. 
In his next essay he was again beaten by Senator 
Grady in the Select Stakes at the same course. His 
next start was in the Junior Champion Stakes, in 
which Senator Grady for the third time took his 
measure, he finishing third, a neck behind Horn- 
pipe. Henry of Navarre triumphed over lijs op- 
ponents in his remaining five races of the year, 
among his victories being the Golden Rod Stakes 
at Coney Island on September 1, ami the Dus'.i 
Stakes the next (lay. He was given a few weeks’ 
rest, when he was taken to Gravesend, where he 
annexed the Algeria Stakes, defeating such good 
oncs.tjs Dobbins and Ornus among others. This was 
his last start as a two-year-old. 

On May 15, 1894, Henry of Navarre demonstrated 
his staying qualities when he finished second to 
I>r. Rice in the Brooklyn Handicap, a remarkable 
race for a three-year-old at that time of the year 
and the first one of that age to finish among the 
placed horses in that event. His next start was 
in the Standard Stakes, where he was defeated by 
Don Alonzo, the Only other starter. John Cooper 
took liis measure in the Fort Hamilton Stakes, he 
carrying 121 pounds to the former’s 110. 

In the rich Metropolitan Handicap at Morris Park, 
Henry of Navarre again suffered defeat, this time 
finishing third to Ramapo and Roche, two high- 
class raV-ers. Dr. Rice,- the Brooklyn Handicap win- 
ner, finishing far back. Then came the Belmont 
Stakes, in which, at the prohibitive odds of 1 to 
10. Henry of Navarre triumphed over Prig and 
Assignee, winning in a canter and netting his 
owner. $6,680. After showing much speed for a 
major nqrt'of the journey, he finished fifth in the 
Suburban. Ramapo winning, Banquet, Sport and 
King Lee being the others to lead him home. At 
SlH-epshead Bay three races fell to his lot, two 
purses and the Spindrift Stakes, in which he de- 
feated Dorian and two others. 

SEVEN STRAIGHT WINS AT SARATOGA. 

Taken to Saratoga, Henry of Navarre started on 
a career which gained him seven straight races, 
among them being the Travers Stakes, The Fox- I 
hall Stakes, in which he defeated John Cooper and 
Key -el Santa Anita, running the mile and an 
eighth in 1:53*4, and the Iroquois Stakes, in which 
he defeated his old conqueror. Senator Grady. 

Starting at Sheepshead Bay in the fall, he won 
the Dolphin Stakes and Bay Stakes, the latter from 
such grand racers as Banquet, Yo Tamliien and Sir 
Walter. • Then came that memorable race for the 
Third Special, in which he ran a dead heat with 
the mighty Domino, the money being divided. Start- 
ing as a 2 to 5 favorite in the Second Special, he 
was defeated by a nose by Clifford, his only other 
opponent, An a spectacular race. His last start 
of the year was a three-cornered siiecial against 
Clifford and Dom-ino, he being victorious by three- 
quarters of a length, Clifford finishing second and 
Domino third. In all. this year Henry of Navarre 
won the tidy sum of $32,675. 

McClelland brought Henry of Navarre west again 
in the spring of 1895 and won the Merchants’ 
Stakes, the Country Club Stakes and two purses 
at Latonia. He was then taken east and finished 
second to Rey el Santa Anita in the Twin City 
Handicap. He won five out of his next six starts, 
among them being the First Special, defeating 
Clifford, Sir Walter and Domino. One of his most 
notable performances was when he defeated Counter 
Tenor. Sir Walter and Galilee in the Manhattan 
Handicap at Morris Park over a sloppy track, run- 
ning' the mile arid a quarter in 2:07. His last 
race of the year was in the Municipal Handicap, 
where lie scored over Rey el Santa Anita and Clif- 
ford. carrying the heavy impost of 130 pounds. 

Ilenry of Navarre started but twice as a five-year- 
old. winning on both occasions, his first being a 
purse at Morris Park over the Withers mile and 
his last, the rich Suburban, where he triumphed 
over The .Commoner, Clifford and others, running 
the mile and a quarter in 2:07 with 129 pounds up.

He 
won the Queensland Turf Club St. Leger with La 
Grange and Fitz-Grafton, and other good horses 
owned by him were Olive Branch, Preston, Musician, 
Truce, North Australian, Notre Dame, Bucolic and 
Pirate. — "Kangaroo.” 



The three-year-old gelding Gloaming, owned by 
G. I). Greenwood, a new star in Australasian racing, 
made an Australian record for one and one-eighth 
miles of 1:52 at the Ilandwiek course. Sydney. New- 
South Wales, September 14. The race was for tlie 
Chelmsford Staki-s for three -year -olds and over and 
wortli $4,200. Tie-re were twenty-one starters and 
Gloaming, after being half turned at the start and 
consequently off badly, run through the field dur- 
ing the race and won by eight lengths. He carried 
ninety-four pounds, and lias become on*- of the 
favorites for the Australian Jockey Club Derby in 
consequence of the performance, which good judges 
consider to be a sensational one from the stand- 
point of speed. 

Behind Gloaming, which was hacked into second 
favoritism at 2 1-2 to 1, were such notable per- - 
formers as Rebus, favorite and second at the finish; 
Centignc, I’oitrel, I, ingle, second in the 1917 Mel- 1 
bourne Cup. and Colugo. Gloaming was fouled in 
New Zealand and is by The Welkin — Light, by 
Eager — No Trumps, both English. Gloaming is a 
horse of moderate size, standing about 15.2 hands 
and of good substance. 

Gloaming made the third successive three -year- old 
winner of the Chelmsford Stakes, the others being 
Snsanof and Prince Viridis. In every way it was 
a remarkable performance on the part of Gloaming 
Bought in Melbourne by II. Chisholm for Mr. Green- | 
wood as a yearling for $1,200. he showed promise as 
a two-year-old, but had to be rested owing to shin ; 
soreness, and the record was his first appearance in 
public. 

His owner is an extremely lucky mail. List year 
lie bought Biplane, winner of ten races and $67,980 
so far, for $1,950, and followed that success by 
acquiring Gloaming for a smaller sum.

MONOPOLIZED AN OLD TIME ST. LEGER 

In “Sporting Life” of last Thursday you say that 
the previous day provided the first occasion upon 
which any trainer had trained the first three in 
the St. Leger. I, however, think I have read a 
good many times of a tablet let into tlie wall of 
an old stalileyard at Middlehnm. Yorkshire, which 
says that out of that yard Mr. Croft, one of the 
celebrated old trainers, took four horses to run in 
tlie St. Leger of 1822. and they filled the first four 
places. Tlie winner, Theodore, ridden by Jackson, 
had 100 pounds to a walking stick laid against 
him. 

Jackson was annoyed at having to ride such an 
outsider, as he had liecu asked to ride one of the 
favorites, and so, when tlie flag fell, he just jumiied 
the horse off as hard as he could go and let liim 
do as lie liked, but the farther he went tlie better 
he went, and eventually won. Jackson always said 
it was the sound of tlie big field of horses behind 
him that frightened him and made him win. 

It was a much bigger bunch than Gainsborough 
beat, and, of course, a much greater performance. 
The old tradition is that the four horses walked out 
of the yard at Middleham in tlie order they finished 
in the St. Leger, but I won’t swear to that. — Edward 
Roller in London Sporting Life.

“Of course, a statement recently made by one of 
tlie leading banking authorities of the United States 
that America's wealth would tie appraised by skill- 
ful actuaries at not less than $300,000,000,000 is 
an estimate, although it is probably not far out of 
the way,” says a New York writer. 

“Tlie banker was using tliese figures so tiiat lie 
might impress upon the country the fact that, not- 
withstanding expenditures which are reaching high 
into tlie billions, occasioned by tlie war and the 
further fact that tlie United States may owe to the 
lieople perhaps as mueli as $30,000,000,000 repre- 
sented by Liberty Bonds, and more than that should 
the war continue a few years longer; and, further- 
more, in spite of revenue bills which provide for 
taxation which will cause $ 8 , 000 , 000,000 in a single 
payment to flow into tlie treasury; neverthless, 
there are an abundance of natural resources which 
we may rely upon as a security which stands be- 
hind our obligations. 

“In the darkest days of the Civil War David A. 
M’olls prepared a pamphlet which contained statis- 
tics and reasoning that astonished not only the 
lieople in the north, but also Great Britain, Hol- 
land and France. 

WAR BIEL EASILY PAID. 

“Mr. M'ells demonstrated that in spite of what 
were, for the time, enormous expenditures, and in 
spite of the faet tiiat it was with some difficulty 
tiiat tlie government was able to market its bonds, 
nevertheless tlie resources of the I’nited States were 
sufficient, if utilized, to meet all tlie expenses of 
tlie war and to leave capital in abundance, even 
though the war were continued for ten or fifteen 
years longer. 

“M’lien Mr. M’ells thus wrote we had no Pacific 
railroad. Tlie Union Pacific Railroad Company and 
the Central Pacific, under the leadership of C. P. 
Huntington, were just beginning construction. 

“Not much of tlie grea area west of tlie Missis- 
sippi River was under cultivation, and the lieople of 
that time were still accustomed to speak of tlie 
great American desert and the Nebraska territory, 
which have since then been developed into flourish- 
ing communities, yielding each year hundreds of 
millions of new wealth to tlie United States. 

“There are abundant natural resources not yet 
highly developed, many of them not developed at 
all, which, nevertheless, constitute some part of 
tlie wealth of the United States, which is now esti- 
mated at $300,000,000,000. 

NEW RAILROADS INEVITABLE. 

“America’s wealth in railroads will undoubtedly 
bo considerably increased since the new disiiensa- 
tion of which Secretary McAdoo is the leader is 
demonstrating to the lieople that if there lie wise 
governmental control and reasonable opportunity to 
secure fresh capital our railroads will expand and 
new railroads will lie built in tlie Far M'est. 

“America’s wealtli iu minerals, which only awaits 



ON TO BERLIN 

Again the President lias spoken with the voice of 
America and for the civilized nations of the earth. 
Again, and fur the last time, he lias told Germany 
that peace cannot be discussed while a Holien- 
zollern wears tlie imperial erowu and while tlie 
satanic practices of tlie Hun proceed at sea and 
in the field. 

M’hen the toriiedo, tlie toreli and the bayonet are 
no longer wielded against women and children and 
when the kaiser and liis bloody house are visited 
witli punishment or oblivion, then only can the 
allied generals in tlie field be authorized to con- 
sider an armistice with the beaten armies of the 
enemy. Nor will tiiat armistice surrender one 
IMiint of military advantage or forego one safe- 
guard— in brief, as the Courier-Journal said two 
days ago, the German troops must stack their arms 
on the battle line. 

It means more than unconditional surrender by 
Germany. It opens tlie way to niiieli more than 
military triumph surpassing any ever enjoyed by 
Caesar or Napoleon. For it prepares tlie greatest 
liberation of the soul of man that lias come since 
Christ trod tlie streets of Jerusalem. The brutal, 
arrogant. Godless power that lias turned the simple 
Gernian lieople into a race of demons must go down 
before tlie quiet phrases of the President as card 
houses topple when breathed upon. M'itliin their 
own proper boundaries and under just laws, the 
misguided race that made a god of a half-crazed 
and blood-thirsty monarch will be enabled to live 
as all human beings have a right to live. And, more 
than that, the human beings tiiat people the rest of 
tlie earth may walk the paths of peace and progress 
unmolested and unafraid. 

The anxious Senate, or some of its members, 
feared tiie President had laid aside tlie trumpet for 
tin* dulcimer. To Mr. Lidge, of Massachusetts, the 
President had re-opened “a diplomatic discussion” 
that would vitiate the spirit of tlie war. There is 
nothing of “discussion” in this great document. 
Germany has unqualifiedly accepted the stated 
conditions, tlie President says, and closes debate on 
tiiat score. The surprised power finds itself 
tightly bound to a program it might desire later 
to evade or avoid. And there is enough of the 
promise of fire ami sword and reprisal, until sur- 
render is enforced, to please even that implacable 
colonel from whom Mr. Lodge has taken such a 
faulty cue. 

The answer of the President is an ultimatum to a 
defeated power. Its terms are so clear tiiat only 
two courses lie often to the Germans — submission, 
which means present surrender, or resistance, which 
means ultimate destruction. No iliscussiou is pos- 
sible. Tlie trap which the foolish feared, if there 
ever was a trap, snaps its futile jaws together upou 
nothing and will be heard of no more. 

Iu the meantime the hoys land in France, 250,0t!0 
of them a month. The drive goes on iu Flanders, 



development, is enormous. No other country, ex- 
cept possibly Russia and China, possesses mineral 
wealth in amount equal to that with which the 
United States is vested. This country has every kind 
of mineral excepting tin. Its resources in coal are 
enormous. At the present rate of consumption of 
anthracite coal deposits it will lie 200 years at 
least before the deposits of bituminous coal are used 
up. 

“There remains an abundance of iron ore. some 
of it not yet developed. The Government authori- 
ties have demonstrated that considerably beneath 
the surface of parts of New Y’ork State and Penn- 
sylvania there are enormons deiiosits of iron ore 
not yet worked, because the workable mines 
throughout the country now lie so near tiie surface. 
Nobody can tell what our wealth in oil and natural 
gas may be found to be. We have enormous wealth 
in timber, although at one time there ttas some 
danger that wholesale cutting of timber might im- 
pair tliis resource. 

FARMING BELOW POSSIBILITIES. 

“Splendid as is the agricultural production, 
nevertheless it is far below the possibilities. Janies 
J. Hill estimated a few years before his death that 
at tiie present time farm labor should yield yearly, 
exclusive of cotton, new wealth aggregating $15,- 
000.000.000. Many believe that the day is not dis- 
tant when the farmers will he harvesting 2 , 000 . 000 ,- 
000 bushels of wheat each year. 

“Tlie wonderful development of electro-chemis- 
try. so-called; is simply utilizing natural resources 
whose wealth-producing capacity the public hail lit- 
tle idea of in the early years of the present cen- 
tury. There are enormous stores of wealth in 
water powers, and these are sure to be develoiied, 
some of them speedily, after the war is ended. 

“Then, too, there is the amazing growth of the 
United States as a shipbuilding nation. No one 
who is qualified to speak now donbts that at the 
end of the war tlie United States will imssess tlie 
greatest merchant marine that ever navigated the 
seas under tlie flag of a single nation. Tliese ships 
will greatly facilitate the growth of international 
commerce, and with the recent establishment of 
the remarkable increasing trade relation witli South 
America this nation is to have each year after tlie 
war an international trade with the countries to 
tlie soutii which will surpass any trade America 
may have with Great Britain and the rest of Eu- 
rope. Of course, tlie natural resources must be de- 
veloped if the country is to have visible demonstra- 
tion of the fact that the aggregate amount of re- 
sources is in money value $300.(881,000.000. The 
late Abram S. Hewitt, a very able manufacturer 
and a profound thinker, said in 1902 that tlie re- 
sources of tlie United States were not scratcliejl. 
and if they were developed as Belgium and Holland 
have develop<*d their resources tlie aggregate value 
of them would be represented by stupendous fig- 
ures.”

THREE YEARS SINCE EDITH CAVELL DIED 

It was three years ago on Saturday since Edith 
Cavell was executed in Brussels, auil crowded as 
have these three years been beyond any other 
three years in history, their passage has done little 
or nothing to remove from tlie minds of the British 
jwople tlie horror and hatred that this act inspired. 
The murder of Edith Cavell stands out as one of the 
great crimes of the war, one of tlie things that is 
not to lie forgiven cither now or by imsterity. Tbe 
act was a lightning-flash that revealed the mind 
of Germany to tlie world, that showed Germany to 
be different from other nations, the German soldier 
not like other soldiers. To say that the execution 
of Edith Cavell was a judicial murder is to waste 
a word. It was just a murder. It had not the ex- 
cuse tiiat it benefited tlie murderers. Nothing tiiat 
Edith Cavell did or could do living would have 
counted in the slightest degree against Germany. 
Dying she is more formidable to Germany than an 
enemy army corps. Her wraith wiir be a spectre 
to German generations yet unborn.
